Three town boards joined forces 
Tuesday for fresh consideration of 
problems created by continued 
growth of the public school popu- 
lation, but they reached familiar

Riparian renewal would remove 
the blight from the edges of New 
England rivers, The porous old 
factories that leaked poisons into 
streams = and now stand as com= 
munity liabilities, draining away 
the tax base, and sheltering the un= 
successful successors to one-time 
industrial giants - would be torn 
down, 


As one can note, riparian 
renewal would have much in com= 
mon with urban renewal, Hopefully, 
the similarity between urban and 
riparian renewal wouJd end with 
the removal of the last brick from 
river-side mills, For man should 
have learned before now that build= 
ing in a river’s flood plainis folly, 


Riparian renewal has not been 
suggested as a cure-all to New 
England’s water ills, It is, indeed, 
insignificant - merely something 
to do at a time when nothing really 
constructive is being done, 

Most readers will recognize that 
I have an easily-identifiable bias 
that favors restoration of our na=

tural environment, Economics be» 
comes essentially a mystery tothe 
like of me, That’s why it’s so 
ironic that even I can recognize 
that present water management 
policies are founded almost totally 
on economic considerations = and 
are total economic failures, 

**Total economic failure’? begs 
definition, Unfortunately, excellent 
examples abound, The most~avail- 
able illustrations are the scores 
of New England towns that pros= 
pered because they were founded 
at a junction of rivers = and now 
find those rivers their worst muni= 
cipal problem, 

What is needed today is bold, 
new thinking, If physicists revered 
the apple that dropped on Newton’s 
head, there would be no vehicles 
in outer space today, Yet, if one 
has followed the water quality 
hearings in the various states, he 
must conclude that not a single 
new idea appeared at any of them, 
The most that has been proposed 
is a projection into the future of 
the same policies that led to the 


current water crisis. 

The frightening aspect of such 
thinking centers upon the velocity 
of our times, While we drifted 
into crisis in the past, we tend to 
rush toward critical points today, 
It probably is a fair statement 
that modes of pollution as well as 
pollutants will proliferate much 
faster than present plans to modify 
the situation can be implemented, 
Certainly this has happened in the 
immediate past, Industries and 
communities have spent millions 
to curb pollution inthe era in which 
pollution reached its present peak, 

To date there has been no serious 
proposal by anyone in authority that 
the inseparably=linked problems of 
underground and surface water 
supplies be treated as a unit, The 
role of flood plains, swamps and 
other wetlands has been given no 
study = other than an eyeing by 
engineers to determine how they 
could be destroyed profitably, 

There have been a few progres= 
sive proposals supported by Audue 
bon Societies and similar conser= 


vation groups, For instance, in New 
Hampshire the Audubon Society of 
New Hampshire and the Society for 
Protection of Forests have hada 
hand in implementing regulations 
that provide some protection to re= 
creation lakes that are so neces« 
sary tothe state’s economic future, 
In Rhode Island, which has the 
least land surface of any state, the 
Audubon Society of Rhode Island 
has tried to stimulate thinking in 
terms of underground rather than 
surface water as a source of muni 
cipal supply, In Massachusetts, 
where underground supply has be= 
come a significant source for 
drinking water, the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society has tried to alert 
residents to the fragile nature of 
this supply and how dependent re- 
charge of this source is upon gravel 
banks, wetlands and river flood 
plains, 

But the ultimate technology that 
will assure a continuing supply of 
drinking water for even water-rich

Israel Lichtman’s letter in the 
May 25 TOWNSMAN is a useful 
example of misunderstanding that 
prevails concerning the nature of 
management of civic affairs, 

The message says that anaction 
should be taken on a ‘Routine 
administrative basis that rules out 
political maneuvering,’’ The gist 
of the proposed 10 point plan is 
that intergration of many boards 
and commissions shall help effi= 
ciency and economy, The view and 
message’s program seem to be 
based upon the supposition that the 
executive branch of a government 
is less influenced by the essence 
of all government, politics - thanis 
the legislative; therefore its 
powers should be increased, 

That fallacy supports most of 
the cause of bad government, what= 
ever its superficial adornments, 
from the town manager scheme 
all the way up to the source of 
Hitler’s power and the executive 
committee idea as employed by 
Communism, 

Accordingly, a restudy of James 
Madison’s celebrated ‘*Federalist 
Paper No Ten’’, would be useful, 


It exposes the popular and per= 
sisting opinion that it’s possibleto 
have a government of good men 
instead of law, that men can be 
found that are objective and that 
one part of a government is less 
influenced by politics thanits other 
parts, 

From that can be inferred that 
the best we can hope for is a 
government which employs politics 
cybernetically so as tobe required 
to control itself, 

In keeping with that, Lichtman’s 
point No, 3 is useful provided the 
Executive is also barred from 
appointing members, and recent 
members of the General Court to 
office in the executive branch,
